The study of human nature has always been 
pne of my principal “hobbies,” and never to 
my knowledge have I allowed a chance of 
Jearning how the different classes of people 
whom we fall in with daily live, slip by. 

Last evening it was my luck to fall in with 
Jack Clinton, a gay and festive sport and gen- 
eral all-round confidence worker. Not wish- 
Ing to lose the chance of studying the charac- 
ter of a man who had gained a world of noto- 
riety in his line of business I invited him 
aside and he spun me the following history of 
bimself and his craft: 

“‘Were I to begin from my first trip on the 
road, pardner, and give even the minutest de- 
scription of my travels and the incidents sub- 
ject to them, the coming day would be far ad- 
vanced before I finished, so I will simply give 
you a few brief sketches of a year back. ae 

“It’s abouta yearago now that I lit into 
Rochester, N. Y., with an old pardner of mine, 
Tommy Parsons; ready to do  any- 
Rhing in our particular line by which we could 
turn a dollar. We laid there for about two 
weeks without doing anything, when I found 
&% hotel for sale, at a moderate price and easy 
monthly payments. 

“Parsons and I visited the proprietor, and 
after showing an abundant supply of recom- 
mendations and giving numerous references, 
we struck a bargain and at once took posses- 
sion. 

*‘How did I get the recommendations? Why, 
that’s the easiest part of our business.. We 
always have a town where we can go back to; 
ga town where our credit is unlimited and our 
morals rated high. These towns we always do 
square by tillwe get another down fine, and 
then we work it for all it’s worth. Why, I 
attended church twice a day and taught a class 
in Sunday school for six months in a little 
town up north to make my credit solid, and 
have cot in my pocket now recommendations 
¥rom the pastor of that church and a member 
of the local legislature. . 

*‘But to go back, we held on to the hotel for 
}Mearly one month, took in over eight hundred 
\@piece and jumped to Syracuse. In less than 

@ week’s time we were both out of cash and a 
boarding house... Faro bank! 

“It, therefore, became necessary to raise a 
few dollars for a starter—and anybody who 
knows Syracuse knows what a ‘rocky’ place it 
fs to ‘hustle cart-wheels’in. There was only 
one opening for us, and we took it—the canal. 
Both Parsons and myself struck a job driving 
snules on two canal boats. Sick and disgusted, 
I started along the towpath, behind a team of 
the meanest mules that ever outrivaled light- 
ning in striking propensities, for Buffalo. But 
the trip to Buffalo was nothing to what it was 
from there back to Albany. Eight hours on 
and eight hours off, accompanied by rain and 
mud in no small degree. At Rome I drove 
one of the mules into the canal, where I had 
the satisfaction of seeing him drown. He 
was valued at, so the skipper said, four 
hundred dollars. I wouldn’t own that mule 
were he worth twice that money. 

“When Albany was reached a month had 
slipped by, and I possessed a pair of soleless 
shoes; a has-been-a-zood-one suit of clothes 
and twenty dollars. Albany was, however, a 
good town to make a ‘stake,’ and having’/pur- 
chased a nickel’s worth of English walnuts, 
and apiece of ‘beeswax, I started down along 
the lumber docks to work a ‘sucker’ for his 
dust. Three days after that I lit ont of Albany 
with a good suit of clothes and over fifty dol- 

ars in money. At Catskill Parsons got killed.” 

Here the narator’s voice grew husky, and 
turning from me to wipe away a tear, he con- 
tinued: : 

“We were standing at the station waiting to 
jump on the blind baggage of a passenger that 
stood there. I stood at the upper end of the 
platform, and Parsons stood opposite me on the 
track, about three feet ahead of the engine. 
The train started up and when Parsons tried 
to get off the track, he found that he could not 
extricate one of his feet, I tried to 
Bignal the engineer to stop, but it was 
toolate. Poor devil. It did not kill him out 
right, but mangled him terribly. 

‘*‘We carried him into the freight house and 
somebody called ina minister but he went 
over the divide as he had lived. When asked 
by the minister if he did not wish to 
sail through the golden  portails with 
the traditional palm leaf, he said 
no, and expressed a desire to take 
we drop to that waterless garden of brim- 
stone and Lewis Morrison, telling the surprised 
minister: ‘You see, old man, if I strayed 
through the golden gates I would tind myself 
friendless, but down below—well, I know all 
the gang there.’ 

‘Poor Tommy, he was the bestandonly real 
pard I ever had.’ 

‘A few days after this the Johnstown dis 
aster occurred, and I immediately doubled up 
with a faker by the name of Schnack, and 
secured a panorama of the flood. We run 
this racket up till September, when we broke 
ranksin Hudson, N.Y. At first we found this 
remunerative, but finally too many of them 
got onthe road. .I then worked the fairs up 
along the Hudson as far as New York. 

“I got into New York witha good boodle, 
but poker and faro bank again reduced me to 
a@ state of bankruptcy, and I once more started 
out. I left New Yorkon a Saturday, pulled a 
few dollars ont of Jersey City, and got in 
Princeton, N.J., on the opening day of the 
college there. Many a poor fellow went broke 
the next day. Many of the studnets found that 
experience could not be learned at college. In 
three days I took one hundred and fifty dol- 
Jars out of Princeton, outside of my ‘plugger’s’ 
divide. 

**I will here state that a ‘plugger’ is a man 
who ‘caps’ for you on the outside. That is, he 
has a buggy, a horse, a watch, or whatever it 
may be, to sell, takes you down to iook at it 
and steers you into whatever game his ‘grafter’ 
is working. 

“TI got into Philadelphia a few days after 
leaving Princeton, but found business very 
poor, so I left the same day for Baltimore. At 
Chester, about nine miles out of Philadelphia, 
I had my first real experience with ‘hobeaux,’ or 
tramps. There I heard that about two miles 
further down a gang of section men would get 
paid off, so started off to pick up a few ‘honest’ 
dollars. When about half way there I was 
overtaken by a rain storm, and I crawled into 
a neighboriy looking barn for shelter. I 
had probably been there foran hour, when in 
pulled about twenty ums, accompanied by 
their ‘kids.’“ Among the delegation were 
Tongue-Tied Sam, Hoboken Bill, Red Mike, 


Crooked-Nose Mike, Angel Joe, and several | 


others of no less repute. I found them a jolly 
lot, though, and would that I had the time to 
tell you a few of the yarns, both humorous 
and pathetic, that went the rounds that 
Bight.

A Movement in the Interest of the Local 
Factor. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., April 19.—[Special.J—A | 


movement is on foot to put Savannah’s cotton 
factorage business on & parity with the ex- 
porting business. 

This is to so arrange the shipment and local 
charges thata factor can handle cotton as 
cheaply as the exporter, who buys in the inte- 
rior and gets his cotton delivered by the rail- 
roads free on board the ships. 

NORFOLK MADE THE MOVE, 

Norfolk began the free-on-board system 
eight or nine years ago, and the custom spread 
to other parts, which were forced into follow- 
ing Norfolk’s lead in order to hold the trade. 
The factors had to pay drayage and 
storage charges, and were at a con- 
siderable disadvantage when it came 
to buying cotton. As the factsrs 
loan the money which makes the crop, they 
justly think that they are entitled to consider- 
ation. The railroads seem to be willing to do 
anything reasonable in their power to help the 
factors; without treating the exporters un- 
fairly. 

THE GREATEST YEAR’S BUSINESS. 

This year has been the greatest one Savan- 
nah has ever had in cotton receipts, but next 
year’s receipts are expected to run enormously 
ahead of this season's. Factors hope to be 
able to offer the interior seller as good prices 
as the exporters give, and the result will be 
that an immense quantity of cotton will be 
brought here. For years the factorage busi- 
ness has been declining in Savannah,-and in 
fact at all ports, but Savannah’s factors are in 
a fair way to expand their business largely. 


TO CLOSE UP FOR THE SUMMER. 


The DeSoto Hotel of Savannah Will Take a 
Rest. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 19.—[Special.]—It is 
about decided that the DeSoto will shut its 
doors after merchants’ week and keep them 
closed until September or October.

Flowers are a good thing and every 
thing costs labor and care. I found 4wo ripe 
strawberries in my garden today and gave them 
to her with conscious pride in my success as a 
gardenner,but she made no demonstration, and 
remarked that she would find plenty of them in 
Americus. She will come back in love with 
Americus, I know, and will want to move 
there. Everybody does. - 

Well, Ihave bought the dress—something 
to wear—lI’ve forgotten the new name, but we 
used to call it bombazine, and she Jikes it. It 
is as fine and soft as camel’s hair and never 
goes out ef fashicn. It becomes. the stately 
matron or the stylish maid, or the rich widow 
or the mourner ata funeral. Itis atthe mil- 
liner’s right now, and is to be made up in style 
a la mode, according to Hoyle, with epaulettes 
on the shoulders and none on the back, and be 
trimmed with lace curtains an@ lambrequins 
and decoilette et  cetceras. I like 
that. Our grandmothers wore them 
that way and I'm glad the 
fashion has come back. I wish'the old style 
trunks would come bach—the small sole 
leather tranks about half as large as the one I 
bought today. Women had something to wear 
then, and the little trunk heldit, but now they 
have nothing to wear and the big trunk won’t 
hold it. This maternal journey is‘a big thing. 
The inertia of a woman, a grandmother,is hard 
toovercome. Itis hard to get her away from 
the chimney corner, away from her accustomed 
seat by the window, away from needle and 
thread, “but she is going. ‘There may be as 
many perils by the way as ever St. Paul cn- 
countered, but she is going. She will 
leave here at noon and get there before bed- 
time, but stillit requires nerve and heroism. 
She is s0 afraid something will happen to some 
of us children while she is gone. ‘They are 
so careless and thoughtless and so imprudent, 
and their father just lets them do as they 
please. The calf eat up the madeira vines 
last spring, and new there is another calf just 
big enongh ‘to eat up the flowers; do please 
watch that Marechal Neil rose and don’t let | 
anything happen toit. If anybody gets sick 
or hurt you must telegraph me.”’ 

The children look solemn and sad as their 
mother gives her last warning and entreaties, 
but I see them winking and blinking and hear 
them plotting and planning what a big time 
they are going to have, They think that I 
will surrender to anything, and take a hand 
in the insurrectior, but Iwont. I will keep 
them wittiin the bonnds of propricty. I’m 
going to be an austere man if I can. 

When will this thing stop? When will the 
maternal ancestor have rest from her labors 
and be frec from anxiety about her offspring? 
Never! no. never! while she lives, nor after 
she dies, [ reckon. Itis hard, very hard, on 
these mothers who have so many children— 
scattered children—liable to sickness and dis- 
tress. The children go off and marry and set- 
tle down and take on hew loves that smoth-~ 
ers the love of childhoed, but there is no 
ehange in the mother: Hers never grows 
eold or Inkewarm. She would follow her 
child to the end of the world if she could, and 
if she can’t her heart reaches there. Blessed 
is that mother whose children’s love continues 
with her age, whose affection grows stronger 
and purer as the years roll on.

THE BLACK CONTINENT. 


The Gigantic Colonization Game Being 
Played by Europe. 

Lonpon, April 14.—The eyes of England 

are less upon the Dardanelles at present than 


upon Africa. It was one. of the brilliant 


dreams of Beaconsfield to build up another In- | 
; dian empire on the African continent, and re- 


cent years have witnessed a considerable stride 
toward the accomplishment of that object. 

Egypt, on the north, is virtually a British 
possession, and the empire of the Khedive 
nominally extends to far beyond the equator. 
Indeed, there is no set limit to its bounds, and 
but for the successful rebellion in the Soudan 
the English pushing north from Cape Colony 
might ere long this have joined hands with 

Anglo-Egyptian forces pushing southward 
toward the great lakes of Central Africa. 

The recent quarrel between Great Britain 
and Portugal does not obscure the fact that 
both Portugal and Belgium are, as to colonial 
schemes, mere catspaws for England. The 
British were a little too rude in thrusting the 
paw aside to grasp a coveted morsel, but, al- 
though Portugal still shows her teeth, her an- 
ger is gradually subsiding and the Portuguese 
are recognizing that, while they hold their 
colonies simply on British sufferance, England 
is a@ protector as well as a plunderer. Ass for 
Belgium, King lLeopold’s philanthropic 
schemes are simply regarded as preparing the 
Congo region for English rule. 

The.situation is different, however, as re- 
gargards France and Germany, and here is 
where English uneasiness comesin. While it 
is true that French colonization in past ages 
but paved the way for English conquests, yet 
Africa is not America, and England is in no 
position today to repeat the achievements of 
Wolfe and Offordes. 

Whatever the French take in Africa they will 
probably hold, and that means so much lost to 
British traders and shopkeepers. France is 
building up a respectable empire in western 
Africa, and the subjection of Morocco, while 
it may be delayed, is regarded as certain in the 
not distant future. The existence of such a 
barvbarous state as Morocco within sight and at 
the threshold of western .Europe ‘is 
upon asa blot upon civilization, and but for 
the mutual jealousy of the powers it would 


long ago have been placed under some form of 


decent and enlightened government. Barbar- 
ous executions for slight offenses are almost of 
daily eccurrence, and the least horrible penalty 
is the deliberate hacking of men’s heads off with 
knives. When the time comes to seize Moroc- 
co, therefore, the eause’ of humanity will be 
pleaded as the excuse for gratifying-ambition, 
and the plea will not be without its force. 

Fou the present France has no easy task on 
hand in the conquest of Dahomey, which is 
much better prepared to meet an invador than 
was Ashantee when the British marched to 
Coomassie. 

The German movement in the direction of 
Equatorial Africa is far more unwelcome to 
the British than French activity in the wes- 
tern part of the continent, for it is actually 
like poaching on an English demain. 

The Germans, akin the English in origin 
and some essential features character, are 
inttch more likely te-be suceessfal as rs 
than the French. They have the phlegm and 
patience requisite in the settlement of néw re- 
gions, and they have the English antipathy to 
intermnix with inferior races.- As-colonizers of 
entirely new countries they are yet untried, 
for Germany had no organized existence when 
America was the chess-board of the nations; 
but the multitude who have emigrated to the 
United States are, if reports are true,in a 
flourishing condition. 

The rulers of Germany are anxious to find 
some oma in which the subjects of the em- 
pire can settie without being lost to | 
tive land.

The Mask of Tyranny. 

William Loyd Garrison, in the April Arena, 
attacks nationalism and advocates the Henry 
George idea of free land through an article 
headed ‘‘The Mask of Tyranny.” 

He quotes David A. Wells significantly at 
the outset to show the irresistible tendency of 
business toward contentration, and then re- 
marks, among other things, the following: 

“And here the nationalist steps up confi- 
flently with the answer: ‘Nationalize all in- 
dustry.’ In other words, in place of many 
trusts substitute one which shall be the gov- 
ernment. Then production will be multiplied, 
Jabor never idle, and every citizen be assured 
a living, with a minimum of work and a max- 
jmum of leisure. The travail of the ages will 
then find its accomplishment and ‘the good 
time coming’ will be here. 

“With an unexampled increase in the world’s 
ageregate wealth we note increasing poverty, 
and through unequal distribution a few hands 
are able to grasp the lion’s share. Were this 
the natural result of the competitive system 
the nationalists would have & granite premise. 
Butisit? Beneath the symptoms the causes 
lurk, and the skillful physician seeks them be- 
fore presenting his remedy. Let us see if com- 
peti ion be the real cause of our industrial woe. 

“The earth groans with plenty. The fields 
yield abundant harvests of grain, and cunning 
machinery multiplies the product of the loom. 
Yet men and women starve and freeze because 
the natural right of exchange under free com- 
petition is denied bylaw. They huddle to- 
gether in cities, and barely exist because the 
ranks of the wage-earners are crowded, while 
all around are bountiful and unused acres, the 
original source of wealth, and rendered almost 
AS inaccessible to them by monopoly as the 
planet Mars is by nature. Before you sentence 
competition first try it under the conditions of 
* freedom. 

“The effort of nationelism aims, at an 
equality of human condition through iaw. 
Were such equality attainable, who can com- 

ute its cost? What must be bartered for it? 

fow much individual character, what incen- 
tives to exertion, what suppression of personal 
force? ‘If men should take these moralists 
at their word,’ says Emerson, ‘and leave off 
aiming to be rich, the moralists would rush to 
rekindle at all hazards this love of. power in 
the people, lest civilization should be undone.’ 

‘“‘Ts it not better to attempt the equality of 
opportunity, which is practical, leaving re- 
sulting conditions to the law of nature which 
§s manifestly beyond our control? The bane 
of all political efforts is the contemplation of 
results rather than the principles by which 
mione they can be reached. Statesmen wreck 
themselves on expedients, while true reform- 
ers are successful by adhering to principle, un- 
_goncerned for the outcome, which to their 
faith has no uncertainty. Is not nationalism 
in ‘the intoxication of a mighty hope,’ to 
borrow Mr. Bellamy’s phrase, more occupied 
with a study of the year 2000 than with a 
scientific investigation of the violated laws 
whith cause our present social misery? A 
movement which aftirms for its postulate that 
competition is the primal social evil,ought first 
to justify its dogma. 

“In ordinary trade natural supply and 
flemand are better guides to prosperity than 
congresses or boards of aldermen, however 
wise. Hands off except to arrest the individ- 
wals or companies who are layirg hands on! 
Guided by this rule, the steps towards state 
contro] of any industry, even within its right- 
ful scope, would be slow and tentative, and 
evolved by careful and scientific experiment. 

‘“‘The one distinctive merit of the nationalist 
agitation is that it creates discussion on mat- 
ters of vital, social interest. Its injurious 
effect is to draw off earnest people from direct 
practical endeavor. While scheming in the 
mame of liberty to place new bonds upon the 

ople, whose chief sufferings come from 
restrictions, they do not help to loosen chains 
which now offend.

Compulsory Education. 


A great fight for a great principle is being 
made in Wisconsin. The friends of the Ben- 
nett law are trying to make it appear that it is 
a fight by Germans against American insti- 
tutions and by the Roman Catholic church 
against the public school question; but they 
are unable by this clap trap to-hide the real is- 
sue which goes down tothe very foundations 
of human liberty. 
® One does not have to be a Catholic ora for- 
eigner to oppose compulsory education. The 
idea thata man shall be forced to put his 
child under the tuition of teachers who may 
not be worthy of respect, studying school boys 
which may proclaim heroes to be traitors is one 
that a free people will not tolerate and when 
a people are put under the iron despotism of 
such a law, they areno longer free. It ismore 
tolerable to shackle the body than to put the 
mind into an iron mold where there is no 
room for it to expand, or for a God given 
genius to develop by its own transcendent law. 

The important sections of the law are as 


follows: 

Section 1. Every parent or other person having 
under his control a child between the ages uf seven 
and fourteen years, shall annually cause such 
child to attend some public or private day school 
in the city, town or district in which he resides 
for a period not less than twelve weeks in each 
year, which number of weeks shall be fixed prior 
to the first day of September in each year by the 
board of education or board of .directors of the 
city, town or district, and for a portion or portions 
thereof, to be so fixed by such boards, the attend- 
ance shall be consecutive, and such boards shall, 
at least ten days prior to the beginning of such 
period, publish the time or times of attendance in 
such manner as such boards shall direct; provided, 
that such boards shall not fix such compulsory 
period at more than twenty-four weeks in eac 
year. 

Section 2. For every neglect of such duty the 
person having such control and so effending shall 
forfeit to the use of the public schools of such 
city, town or district, a sum not less than $3 nor 
more than $20; and failure for each week or por- 
tion of a week on the part of any such person to 
comply with the provisions of this act shall. con- 
stitute a distinct offense.

Section 5. No school shali be regarded as a 
school, under this act, unless there shall be taught 
therein, as part Of the elementary education af 
children, reading, writing, arithmetic, and United 
States history, in the English language. 

Section 6. Prosecutions under tliis act shall 
only be instituted and carried on by the authority 
of such boards, and shall be brought in the name 
of said boards, and all fines and penalties, when 
collected, shall be paid to the school treasurer of 
such city, town or district;or other officer entitled 
to receive school moneys, the same to be held and 
accounted for as other school moneys received for 
school purposes. 

Section 2 of the law further provides the 
condition on which children may be excused 
from school attendance. Sections 3 and 4 relate 
to proceeding against parents or guardians who 
make false statements concerning the age of 
children under their control. Section 8 pre- 
scribes what shal] be done with truant child- 
ren. The remainder of the bill—five sections 
—relate to the employment of children. 

Commenting onjfthis the New York Sun 


Says: 

“The defeat of the republicans in the Mil- 
waukee municipal election seems to make it 
certain that the next state campaign in 
Wisconsin will be fought upon the issue 
which made the democrats successful in that 
election. The democrats will demand the re- 
peal of the Bennett compulsory education law. 
The republicans will stand by that law, and, 
therefore, they will probably re-nominate Gov- 
ernor Hoard, its most vigorous defender. The 
republicans are trying to create the im- 
pression that they are fighting for the pre- 
servation of the common schools. ‘I think,’ 
said Governor Hoard, in a speech delivered at 
Waukesha the day after the Milwaukee elec- 
tion, ‘I see the interests of the American 
state hanging in the balance in this discussion, 
ang I wish to see exhibited the patriotism 
that knows enough to defend the house in 
which it lives. This law may be imperfect, 
but what new law is not? It may require to be 
perfected, but we should stand by the 
rigut of the state to prescribe the 
seoular education of the state.’  Un- 
fortunately for Governor Hoard and 
the republicans, the Bennett bill undertakes to 
prescribe what shall be taught in schools sup- 
ported by religious bodies and private means, 
and not by public taxation. The position of 
the opponents of the Bennett bill is clearly 
defined by Mr. George Brumder, proprietor of 
the Germania, the organ of the German 
Lutheran church. ‘It is not,’ he says, ‘because 
the Lutherans are adverse to the teaching of 
English in the Lutheran schools that we oppose 
the law, but simply because the state attempts 
to dictate tous what we shall teach in our 
private schools.’ The republicans are raisin 
the cry of the state against the church, an 
they are taking the rather ticklish course of 
representing the opposition to the Bennett 
bill as the work of Catholics, Lutherans and 
foreigners generally. In reality the opponents 
of the bill are fighting for the good and sound 
principle that the state should mind its own 
business. They are not attacking the com- 
mon schools. They are defending private and 
parochial schools, and they are resisting the 
unwarrantable attempt of the state to direct 
the instruction in institutions which it does 
not support. The Lutheran voters number 
nearly 40,000, and four-fifths of them have 
been republicans. They willvote the demo- 
cratic ticket next fall, and have already be- 
gun to make preparations for the campaign.”’ 

The St. Louis Republic says: 

“Itisan unfortunate fact that since the 
Haymarket riot large property-owners in Chi- 
cago are inclined to prefereven the despotism 
of Russia to any form of liberty. This fact 
explains the course of the Chicago press in 
upholding the despotism of this law and at the 
same time asserting that there is no despotism 
init. The law is directed at the Catholic 
church and the German language. Its pur- 
pose is to break down the parochia) schools 
and those Protestant schools in which German 
is the language of instruction. It assumes 
that those whe prefess-the Catholic creed, or 
who speak the German language, are on 
that account ‘un-American’ and unfit for 
freedom. We believe that to be wholly false. 
This paper led in the fight for a simple lan- 
guage of instruction—and that lan uage 
English—in the public schools of St. Touts. 
The fight was won, and the public schools are 
the better forit. But American liberty—the 
freedom of mind and conscience—the God- 
given privilege belonging to every human soul 
to expand to its own greatest fuliness—is abov 
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come m 
the coercion of conscience through the brutal 
wer of the state, exercised by the time-serv- 
ng and ignorant politician and enferced by 
the clubs of.a political constabulary, will join 
in the demand that these barbaric and -de- 
spotic evidences of ignorant malignity be ef- 
faced from the statutes of every state in . free 
America. In liberty alone is their possibility 
of progress: 
‘For what avail the plow and sail, 
Or land and life if freedom fail.’” 


Governor Hoard, a republican, who is the 
chief defender of this heresy says: “‘Weshould 
stand by the right of the state to prescribe the 
secular educatidn of the state.”’ is is pater- 
nalism in its mest vicious form, and it shows 
the despotic conclusion to which they must 
come who hold that it is the duty of the state 
to educate children as a matter of protection. 
The idea of = youth for the state is as 
old as Egypt, and it is a leading feature im the 
state socialism in Germany. | 

Bellamy’s Forerunner, 

A great many have intimated that there 
was little in Edward Bellamy’s book not to be 
found in Ptato’s Republic or Sir Thomas 
Moore’s Utopia. 

Be it remembered that Plato favored and 
even practiced the hideous doctrine of the 
Oneida community of New York, that com- 
munity of goods meant also a community of 
matrimonial association. This arose from the 
barbarous doctrine that women were goods, 
chattels belonging to their husbands. 
But Sir Thomas More’s Utopia was no such 
sensuous dream, though it was rank commun- 
ism. The Essenesof the time of Josephus 
seem to have had a better idea of living, and 
reccommended celibacy or matrimony of a 
better type than was then common. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer has resurrected 
an Utopian scheme a hundred years old, 
which is suggestive of Bellamy’s, though 
some of the ideas appear ridiculous in the light 
of discoveries made since it was written. 

The scheme is thus described by the Phila- 
delphia paper: 

In the year 1795 there was published by 
Thomas Dobson, at the Stone House, No. 41 
South Second street. Philadelphia, a book en- 
titled ‘‘Memoirs of the Year Two Thousand 
Five Hundred,”’ a translation from the French, 
by W. Hooper. Master of Arts. This book is 
much like Mr. Bellamy’s. Like Mr. Bellamy’s 
hero, the hero of “The Year Two Thousand 
Five Hundred” fell asleep, a sleep that lasted 
seven hundred and thirty-two years, and, 
when he awoke, his astonishment at 
the progress made by the human race 
toward universal liberty and justice was as 
great as that which Mr. Bellamy has imagined 
it would be under. similar circumstance. In 
the year 2500 the man who has made some 
grand object the constant subject of study, is 
presented with an embroidered hat which 
gives him free admission 46 all public build- 
ings and institutions, even to the foot of the 
throne at all times, while dukes and princes 
who have done nothing to obtain the hat are 
entitled to no honors and are regarded 
with indifference. In the year 2500 vir- 
tue is rewarded; men of courage 
who save human lives, who prevent pub- 
lic calamities or perform acts usotul to 
the public, are given the embroidered hat, and 
they have precedence over the man of wealth. 
If an author writes a book which the public 
think harmful, he wears a mask to hide his 
shame. Two citizens are appointed to reason 
with him, and convince him of the error of his 
ways. The public voice is the sole judge in 
such cases. Single critics do not count. 
French has become the universal language. 
Instead of carrying on disputations, learned 
doctors now seek to discover the secret of 
those maladies that torment the race. Phy- 
sicians are ennobled and pensioned by the 
Surgery is united with physic, and the 
latter is no longer at variance withit. Good 
men no longer live secluded lives. If the 
strects need cleaning or the highways repairing, 
these men readily offer themselves to do the 
work. All actions are directed by a love of 
humanity and a desire to serve the race by 
doing the most necessary things. Some put 
out conflagations, while others attend the 
sick. There are no longer any taverns or eating- 
houses. The adulteration of food or drink is 
a capital crime. There are no tax-gatherers. 
Public granaries have been established which 
are always kept full of corn, and there is no 
longer any more impradent selling tostrangers 
and buying back again twice as dear three 
months afterward. Exportation is confined to 
judicious bounds. Canals are cut in every 
direction through the kingdom. It is consid- 
ered in this year 2500 that justice should be 
meted out more tointimidate the great than 
the common people. The husbandman no 

toils from early dawn un- 
sunset. Tasks are easy, 
and when they are done joy begins. Labor no 
longer resembles slavery, for each Mmdividual 
has time for amusement and no one rank is 
rushed to support another. The princes keep 
three open tables—one for their families, one 
for strangers, a third forthe poor. The thea- 
ters are supported by the government and are 
made public schools of taste and _morality. 
The play opens with a symphony adapted to 
it, for the wedding of the drama and music 
has been accomplished. The nations had no 
armies and the torch of war had gone ont for- 
ever. All men, including Indians and Chi- 
nese, are brothers. In this happy year all 
authors who bury their thoughts under 
a heap of words are destroyed and 
no book is permitted to exist which 
repeats the contents of a previous book. In 
the academy of science, in this year 2500, a 
member lectured upon the former times as the 
minister in Mr. Bellamy’s book preaches 
about the previous century. In the king’s 
cabinet is an optical device which brings be- 
fore the eye beautiful landscapes, and in the 
domain of acoustics a way had been discovered 
of bringing the most enchanting sounds to the 
ear. good of the nation and 
that individual has become 
identical. The ‘state provides for al 
who have charge of the public money. Those 
persons can neither buy nor sel]. They enter 
a draper’s shop, order what they want, and the 
tradesman enters in his book, ‘Delivered, 
such a day, to such a depositary of the state, so 
much.’”’ This happy state of affairs, so singu- 
larly like Mr. Bellamy’s, was begun by de- 
stroying those great companies that absorbed 
the fortunes of individuals and gave as dead] 
a blow to mortality as to the state.—Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. 


Columbus and Isabella. 

The Youths’ Companion gives the following 
statement of the circumstances under which 
the memorable expedition of Columbus was 
fitted out: | 

The statement is sometimes made that 
Queen Isabella, of Spain, pawned her jewels 
in order to provide tunds for fitting out the 
expedition for the Serta of America. This 
is a very old story, first told not long after the 
death of Columbus, and, though it is not true, 
its origin is not difficult to discover. As every 
fact about the great voyage is of 
interest to Americans, especially 
that we are soon 6 to celebrate 
its four hundreth anniversary, will briefly give 
the facts about the raising of the money. Co- 
lumbus went to the Spanish court to lay his am-

St. Angel with the ! _e whiclr he brought bac 
on his first voyage. A 

portion of this gold was employed in gildin 
the vault and ceilings of the royal saloon o 
King Ferdinand’s grand palace at Zaragoza, 
palin es the Aljaferia, where possibly it 
may still be visible tothe American pilgrim. 


Liberty and Property. 

Professor William S. Sumner, of Yale, dis- 
cusses liberty in the New York Independent, 
and though he differs somewhat from Laveleye 
in his view of the matter, he asserts with him 
that property promotes liberty. 

Those who attack property are the enemies 
of liberty. The question, nowadays, is to pre- 
vent the man of large property from wresting 
the little properties from the lesser men. 

Professor Sumner says: 

“M. De Laveleye says: ‘Property is the es- 
sential complement of liberty. Without 
property man is not truly free.’ * * In the 
view of liberty which I have tried to present, 
liberty isa conquest. It does not lie at the 
beginning of pegs and of the struggle of the 
human race on this earth. It lies at the 
end of it. It is one of the richest and finest 
fruits of civilization. We should not, there- 
fore, if we gave up civilization, fall 
back into permanent rest in the 

rimeval state of ‘natural liberty.’ 

Ve should, on the contrary, 
lose liberty if owe lost civilization. 
It is liberty which is unstable, and always in 
jeopardy, and can only be maintained by vir- 
tue and diligence. The two great means by 
which men have won liberty in the course of 
civilization have been property and knowl- 
edge. Whenever the distribution of property 
has been arbitrarily interfered with, either be- 
cause the state became too strong or too weak, 
liberty has declined. Civilization has not al- 
ways suffered because, asin the formation} of 
the great states, civilization, under circum- 
stances, might win, although liberty was ar- 
rested. Civilization will win any time at the 
expense of liberty if discipline and coercion 
are necessary to the security of property. 
Therefore the truth is that liberty and property 
go together and sustain each other in a glorious 
accord, but only in the highest and best civili- 
zation which men have yet attained; and to 
maintain them both together, or 
to maintain that order of society 
in whice they are consonant and 
co-operative, is a task which mankind has 
never yet succeeded in accomplishing save in 
a most imperfect way. The serf first obtained 
chattels and then land in property. On them 
he won his first power, and that meant his 
first liberty, meaning thereby his personal 
liberty. His title to these things—that is, his 
right to appropriate them to his own exclusive 
use and enjoyment, and to be sustained by the 
wer of the state in so doing, was his first step 
in civil liberty. It was b this movement that 
he ceased to be a serf. his movement has 
produced the great middle class of modern 
times. The elements in it have been property, 
science and liberty. The first and chief of 
these, however, is property. Thereis no lib- 
erty without property, because there is neth- 
ing else without property on this earth. How 
can any one dispute this who will 
think for a moment that property means food 
and clothes, ete., the first things necessary that 
we my exist at all; and that we use the word 
property rather than wealth or goods when we 


‘mean to refer to their appropriation to the ex- 


clusive use of individuals? Therefore, liberty 
and property are not inseparable, and if they 
are separated it is property which is funda- 
mental and permanent, and not liberty. 
Hence the proposition which we undertook to 
to examine does not bear analysis well. The 
dictum that no man can be free without 
property is entirely true or false as we construe 
it one way or another. Freedom and propert 
are not inseparable. If they are separated, it 
is liberty and not property which is the 
adjunct. If they are unitedithey do not simply 
coalesce, but their combination belongs to a 
new and higher order of civilization, calling 
for new social knowledge, and wisdom to 
maintain it.’’

These yellow tints 
throw into  delicions 
clearness every ornament 
and drapery — against 
them,pictures appear as 
against the yellow glow of a sunset sky. 

In this room, nor in any other, should there 
be many things bard to clean and polish. The 
furniture should be  graceful—artistically 
upholstered, but not handsomely carved—and 
With little brass ornamentations and the bric- 
a-brac, and candclabras should be of china and 
glass rather than bronze, brass or silver. The 
latter ornaments are exquisite in the homes of 
wealthy people, where there are plenty of ser- 
vants, but where there is one maid of all work 
the cleaning and keeping in perfect order of 
Such things is impossible. 

The fashion for bare floors ‘almost covered 

by Turkish rugs and animal skins is another 
not to be thought of by the small one-servant 
establishment. Where the floors are inlaid 
and have a servant to oil and polish them 
every day, nothing could be more elegant for 
hallway or library ; but it is a tedious task for 
your one servant togetdown on her knees once 
or twice a week and oil or wipe up the passage 
and floor margins of every room. 
In the sitting recom a 
border of carpeting or 
matting in some dull, 
artistic ‘shade, with a 
large Turkish rugin the 
center, is about the prettiest thing to be chosen 
for the floor. 

As to hangings, if the walls are yellow, 
Summer curtains of cream with gald 
silk dots and cream holland shades aro pretty 
and inexpensive. A curtain of China: silk to 
combine with the general tones, put on with a 
brass tod to the mantle shelf, makes a lovely 
and artistic drapery for summer. Itis prettier 
than any sort of screen, for it hides entirely 
the grate and hearth, than which nothing is 
colder and more unpleasing when out of use.

would be its prettiest piece of furniture. Then 
there must be a light lounge orcot near a win- 
dow where one can lie and read in easy garb 
on summer afternoons. No bed room should 
be without this, for to lolling over one’s bed in 
the day, makes it an abomination for a sum- 
mer night’s sleep. 

Of course thev must be 
a dress‘ng and bathroom 
attached to the bed room, 
the dressing first and this 
opening into the bath 
room; and there must be ‘a large window in 
each, these kept open every dry. day, winter 
and summer. In one’s own and the spare bed 
room, the rugs or carpets may have a margin of 
bare floor. The floor should be scoured and the 
earpets shaken and aired once a week—this for 
health. The work will not be too much for 
the one servant. 

For the hallway a good ingrain carpet in 
dull tones, a pretty silk or chenile portiere, a 
dainty screen and hat-rack will be sufficient 
furnishing. The walls are most effective in 
pall and deep browns or dull feds. 

For the dining room walls in sage and olive 
tones, with frieze in fruit would be pretty and 
for this small household a round table seating 
six people is large enough. 

They will build a larger home by the time they 
are able to seat at their board more than six 
people. Going by this rule of six one can afford 
daintier china than if going on a larger scale, 
for we can buy half a dozen pretty plates, cups, 
saucers,.etc., every now and then without 
missing the money. 

The rule about sitting room ornaments is a 
good one to follow about table service aiso. 
Let every thing nearly be of glass or china, so 
as to avoid the cleaning silver requires. 
Spoons, ferks and fruit knives are all the sil- 
ver one needs, and a small table is really 
daintier and more inviting ornamented with 
pretty china and glass. 

Curtains of fie scrim in dull, artistic 
shades are very pretty for this room, and a lit- 
tle glass cupboard filled with dainty china 
makes the mantel attractive; then there are 
corner cupboards, buffets, etc., that can be 
chosen according to one’s taste. The outer 
door should, by an open passway, lead to the 
kitchen, both doors opening upon the back 
piazza. With one servant, a nice sink in the 
kitchen, with ,conveniences for dishwashing, 
will be sufficient without a butler’s pantry; 
and a small store room with wife safe built 
into the wall will complete all the conve- 
niences of this department. The servant’s 
room will be best next to the kitchen. When 
alone at night it-will be a comfort to have her 
on the same floor.

TABLE SERVICB. 


he spare room in front 
of the sitting room must 
be cheerful and attrac- 
tive, and it can be made 
so with very little trouble 
and expense. For this room—say the walls in 
flesh tinfs with a frieze of daisies and wild roses, 
a dressing table with’ detted muglineover pink 
and a swinging mi rror. in.-a gilt 
frame, dotted muslin curtains, some 
small book shelves. filled with light, 
attractive literature, and-a pretty little 
oak desk. These are among the things which 
vill please the eyes of a guest and make her 
feciathome. A great deal of muslin and 
dainty drapery can be used ina guest chamber, 
foritisa place not constantly in use and 
things are not quickly crumpled or soiled. 

As a last word I must go back to the one 
servant. So few people in the south think 
they can manage to getalohg with one ser- 
vant. In villages where darkies are as thick

_as biackberries, the one servant idea seems 


never to have entered; and yet I cannot under- 
stand what two people, with an establishment 
such as I have described, can find to do with 
two servants. 

Perhaps this need arises from our southern 
way of eating. We cat so much and so often, 
and such a lot of hot stuff—enongh to ruin our 
digestion before we are grown. If two peo- 
ple require three hot meals ever winter day, 
it will, of course, take one servant to do the 
cooking and nothing else; but if they want 
colfee, eggs and toast for breakfast, a cold 
lunch with checolate or tea, which can be 
boiled over the gas; and then a nice, comfort- 
able dinner, at dark—why, the one girl can 
cook and serve all tiese and have time fer 
many other things.” I lived in this way ail 
last winter, and my one bright, brisk girl, 
cook, did the horse cleaning, mended all 
the clothing, and was a waiting maid—always 
ready to do any and everything she was asked. 

In summer, even less ccoking is necessary 
than in winter. Iced tea, fruit and 
bread for breakfast, a hot vegetable 
dinner at. 2 and a cold supper 
is nourishment enongh for the heartiest appe- 
tite. 

We Americans, and especially we southern 
Americans, eat too much and too fast, and 
until we reform the one servant and the eco: 
nomical household this will be impossib!e.

PROPOSITION TO CONNECT GAINES- 
VILLE, DAWSONVILLE ANDTATE. 


Encouragement Along the Line for the Ex- 
tension of the Georgia Midland—All 
About Over the State. 


If the Georgia Midland people really want 
to go on to Athens they ought to be very 
much pleased with the interest shown along 
the line of the-proposed extension. 

A prominent citizen of High Shoals said a 
few days ago: 

‘You may just state that the directors will 
be met by the people around’ High’ Shoais 
with a rousing good cheerin subscribing to the 
new road. The people of High Shoals want 
the road and they are going to do their best to 
getit. The directors of the High Shoals fac- 
tory, at their meeting on Wednesday, sub- 
scribed $10,000 to the road, and are ready to 
increase that amount most probably if neces- 


sary. 

“The people of the little town are equally 
enthusiastic, and it will be an easy matter for 
High Shoals to offer $20,000 to the road. This 
will be done, and the money raised whenever 
the occasion demands. I have talked with 
many of the most influential men around 
High Shoals, and find them very. much 
enthused over the road. So are. the 
of Monroe, for that matter; 
and from what I can learn every day that town 
is ready and waiting for a chance tomake an 
offer to the management to induce the bringing 
of the extension by that town. High Shoals 
is on a@irect line from McDonough to Athens, 
and will most likely get the road, but even if 
it runs by Monroe it will only bear a little out 
of line, and High Shoals proposes to offer such 
inducement as will even in that case bring the 
route through ourtown. The peopleover there 
are wide awake and mean business, and if 
Athens will do its part the road is secure. 

‘The road, in running from Monroe to High 
Shoals and to Athens, will find a most feasi- 
ble route, and at the same time a most rich 
and fertile territory. The grading will be 
easy, and most of the route has already been 
run by a preliminary survey which Professor 
Barrow and the engineering students made in 
1887.

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WHERE POLK WAS BORN. 


The Site Upon Which the Old Log Hut 
Stood. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., April 19.—[Special.J— 
James K. Polk, the eleventh president of the 
United States, is generally believed was born 
in Tennessee, and in the recent history of the 
United States, published by D. Appleton & 


Co., that state is credited with the motherhood 


of “Jeems,’’ ashe was known when a mere 
“chap” in this county eighty years ago. It 
was in Pineville township eleven miles from 
Charlotte, where the Polk family lived in 1795, 
andin which year James Knox Polk was 
there born. The old log hut, built late in the 
eighteenth century, in which he first saw the 
light of day, has long since gone 
to decay, but the front door shutter 
has been carefully preserved. 
THE HISTORY OF THE RELIC. 

This door shutter is the only remnant left of 
the house in whieh Mr. Polk was born, but 
thatitisa legitimate. representative of the 
building is certitied to by many aged persons 
now living fn the vicinity of Pineville, to 
whom reliable information was given of its 
historical value over fifty years ago. .The door 
is now the property of Mr. H. H. Hood, of 
Charlotte. It is made of hard pine, and bears 
unmistakable marks of age. The Polk family 
was considered well-to-do, thrifty and of 
marked influence in this section of the state, 
but James presented no qualitiesin his early 
life to indicate his prominence in after 
years. In 1810 Nathan Orr _ bought 
the property, the Polk family moving to 
Tennessee, ayd he moved the “mansion” 
four hundred yards down the Camden road, 
on a more elevated spot. In 1825,a year of 
progress with North Carolina farmers, Mr. 
Orr erected a ‘‘modern’’ residence and con- 
verted the Polk house into a granery, and it 
was used for that purpose until 1845, when 
Orr died. In the distribution of the Orr estate 
a daughter of the deceased, Mrs. James Hen- 
negan, became possessed of the ‘‘granery,”’ 
which she used as a storehouse until 1879, 
when it was torn down, only this door shutter 
remaining of the building. On account of its 
history Mrs. Hennegan had it attached to 
a new house which she built on the plantation, 
and to which it did good service untilit was 
secured by Mr. Hood and brought to Charlotte 
a few days ago,

TWO FACTORIES WHICH ARE MAK- 
ING EONEY. 


Thousands of Matches Are Made 
Every Day—A Stove Which 
Will Save Fuel. 


How 


Among the new industries which havelately _ 
begun a vigorous existence in’ Atlanta isa’ 
match factory: 

At the point where Mason and Turner's 
ferry road crosses the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, a long one story brick edifice has 


recently been erected. The building is full of | 


costly ma¢hinery, and it is there that thousands 
and tengof thousands of matches are beri 
manufactured. 

Matches have come to be one of the necessi- 
ties of modern civilization. The existence of 
the small illumipator is takenas a matter of 
course by the grand army of match consumers, 
and no one éyverstops to consider how it was 
made, or of the gteat capital that is required 
to establish a match factory. 

The Ameriean Match factory, which is now 
doing business in Atlanta,is the newest one in 
the country, and being furnished with all the 
latest improvements in machinery,it is a model 
of what a’match factory should be. 

Mr. C. W: DuPre, the president of the new 
factory, has been engaged in the manufacture 
of matches for many years and it is owing, in 
& great measur®é, to his energy, and* business’ 
acumen that the factory has been located, 
in Atlanta, Mr. George C. Lelman is the 
secretary and treasurer, and the’ direc- 
tors’ of) the company are Messrs. , DuPre 
J. C. Ha''man, J. H Porter, Colorel Z. A. 
Rice, Captain. R. H. Lowry, A. McD. Wilson 
and S. A. Anderson. 

President DaPre has just cause to be -proud 
of the establishment over which he presides, 
A door from the business office leads intoa 
large roonit where the boxes are made. One 
side of this room is entirely taken up with 
machinery. One machine prints the covers of 
boxes in squares of five boxes. They are then 
passed to another machine which by a number 
of rapidly revolving wheels mark out the lines 
which should be obseryed to make the 
box covers. A practical hand then takes them 
and forms them into furmels. These funmets 
are passed through another machine which 
places a broad line of sand on one side; they 
then pass to another machine, which at one 
revolution cuts the funnel into five box covers. 

Another machine makes|the box itself by riv- 
eting the four sides into one. 

The room where the matches themselves are 
made is also- full of machinery. First, the 
sticks which are twice the length of the ordi- 
nary match are formed into big round bundles, 
firmly bound, and yet so arranged that no two 
matchestouch. These bundles are placed in 
an immense revolving cylinder and taken 
to a machine which with a blow makes the 
ends even. They are next heated,then dropped 
in wax, then placed on a cooling machine, 
then the composition is applied to both ends of 
the sticks, and finally they are put on the big 
eylinder again to revolve until the composi- 
tion is hard. This double-ended match is then 
cut in two by another machine and is ready for 
the market. 

The Atlanta factory, besides its capability of 
making matches, is provided with every requi- 
site for making their own packing cases. 

It is altogether as —_ ete a factory as can 
be found anywhere, and the orders which they 
are receiving prove beyond the peradventure 
of a doubt that they are doing excellent work. 

The Stove Factory. 

The Georgia Stove and Range company is 
anotiter new concern, whichis rapidly devel- 
oping an important industry. 

Six months ago only a small factory occu- 


pied the place which is now filled by the Geor- 


gia Stove company. 

The officers of the company are G. B. 
Everett, president; W. R. Shropshire, business 
manager; T. J. Jeffries, secretary and treas- 
urer; and D. A. McLean, ‘superintendent; 

When these gentlemen took hold of the’ new 
enterprise it at once became full of vigor and 
enterprise, and the wonderful -increase.in bus- 
iness is attributed to their foresight. 


Over twenty five moulders are now em- 
pleyed in the factory, and they make every 
sort of stove tixtures apd grates, as well as all 
manner of iron kettles, pots and skillets. 

{very afternoon at 3 o’clock the great heat 
takes place, and then the shed is anything but 
a pleasant place for the uninitiated. 

At one end of the place is an immense iron 
cylinder, where the iron is melted. An im- 
mense fireis made in this, and when at 3 
o’clock it reaches a sufficient heat, twenty-five 
thousand pounds of melted lead begins to pour 
out. 

Regardless of flying cinders the moualders 
catch the tlowing metal in jong: handled ladles 
and carry it to the forms, which are prepared 
beforehand. 

The company have now a new stove, which 
will soon be placed on the market, and which 
will doubtless prove ‘the best stove on the 
market. 

The firre, instead of being placed at the 
front is located at the back of the stove; and 
the drafts are so arranged that in fifteen min- 
utes an ordinary teal can be prepared with 
less than half the usual 1 consumption of fuel.

THE OLD VAULTS. 

The appropriations committee today re- 
ported a bill appropriating $330,000 to rebuild 
and strengthen the old shells of vaults in the 
treasury department, It is to put in steel 
linings and new double steel doors, As the. 
vaults now stand the most inexperienced 
eracksman, with ordinary tools, could open 
them inafew minutes and get off with an 
hundred million or more if he could 
carry it. It seems that the vaults, 
in which about $250,000 ~=soof paper 
money is stored, are the weakest, and these 
are the ones that are to receive immediate at- 


tention as soon as the bill passes congress. A 
heavy guard is now. stationed around the 
vaults, and every corridor of the treasury 
building is patroled day and night by armed 
guards. But even with this the goverment’s 
hundreds of millions are not absolutely safe, 
for it would be easy for the guards to get in 
the vauits should they combine and decide to 
de so.

Bismarck Charged With Procuring Their 
Publication—The Emperor’s Tour— 
Other Foreign Gossip. 


Bruty, April 19.—{Copyright 1890 by New 
York Associated Press. |—As the emperor starts 
tomorrow upon a tour of various points of the 
country, which will continue until the eve of 
the meeting of the reichstag, a council was 
held at the schloss today to consider the minis- 
terial programme. 

Although government officials now pretend 
to ignore the press, reliable communications 
are obtainable when ministers deem them op- 
portune. In this way itis known that the 
council considered measures relating to reform 
«in the educational system, to the abrogation of 
the remaining May laws,:he strike movements, 
and to the erection of monuments to the late 
Emperors William and Frederick. | 

WILL WIPE OUT THE MAY LAWS, 

Although Minister Von Gossler showed no 
intention during yesterday’s debate in the 
landtag to concede to full demands of the Cath- 
olic clericals, he indieated the desire of the 
government to sweep away the last traces of 
the May laws. A section of the center party, 
not closely adhering to Windthorst, take Von 
Gossler’s assuraiices as satisfactory and will 
support the government. The leaders of the 
centrist minority, Barons Von Huene and 
Schorleménalst are more ready than is Wind- 
thorstto form a coalition. The old govern- 
ment groups have already assumed a position 
leading toa combination with the conserva- 
tives, imperialists and the right wing of the 
national liberals. The prospects of the gov- 
ernment having a majority in the reichstag 
are, therefore, good. Should the educational 
measure before the council extend to the elergy 
the control of schools,the solid vote of the cen- 
trists would be secured, thus-assuring an over 
whelming majority. 

DEMANDS OF THE CENTRISTS. 

In to-day’s debate in the unterhaus, con- 
servative speakers declared their intention of 
meeting some of the demands of the centrists. 
Herr Zedlitz, speaking for the free conserva- 
tive party, announced its readiness to open 
negotiations with a view to supporting the de- 
sires of the clericals in regard to the procedure 
connected with the oath taken. by the admin- 
istration of bishoprics. He could not, he said, 
concede ecclesiastical supérvision of the 
schools, or the creation of a Catholic depart- 
mentin the ministry of worship. The cleri- 
cals, if wise, would accept the conditions 
offered for the support of the conservatives 
and join with them, devoting their strength to 
combat the spread of socialism. A number of 
centrists applanded Herr Windthorst’s re- 
sponse to the repeated complaints that the 
principle of denominational equality was not 
observed in the schools. 

THE ATTACK ON BISMARCK. 

An article which appeared in the Freissin- 
nage Zeitung, the organ cf Richter, leader of 
the German liberals, attacking Prince Bis- 
marck, has raised a crop of concurrent 
rumors which are of absorbing interest here. 

The Freissinnage aftirmed that the chancellor 
unable to support three weeks of political 
abstinence, summoned the editor of the Ham- 
burger Nachrichten, who also dined at 
Friedrichsruhe Tuesday, and that, coached by 
Prince Bismarck, the Nachrichten made a 
series of attacks upon Chancellor Von 
Caprivi, sneering at his speech in the 
landtag and advising tie deptties to 
maintain a loyal adherence to the 
ex-chancellor’s policy, The Freissannage in- 
ferred that Prince Bismarck meant War 
through the press and parliament against Von 
Caprivir. Thereupon the Post (conservative) 
denounced fhe artiz]é as insulting to the 
prince, denying that the Nachrichten. is in- 
spired, and expres;es.regret that the journal’s 
sympathy with Bismarck’s policy leads it to 
play into the hands of his enemies. The truth 
is that Bismarck summoned.the editor of the 
Nachrichten to consult in regard tothe getting 
of a capable literary man, and a reliable confi- 
dant, to assist him In arranging and compiling 
his memoirs. The day after the interview, Dr. 
Lucanus, chief of the civil cabinet of the 
emperor, was sent to Friedrichsruhe. This 
rise to the report that 
Lucanus was charged to demand the delivery 
of documents relating to the emperor’s doings 
while awaiting the death of his father. 

THE FRENCH CHUCKLE. 

The echces from French papers make Bis- 
marck’s position critica); the emperor person- 
ally going to threaten him, Caprivi claiming a 
restitution of the papers missing from tlre 
chanceHoric, with other incredible nonsense, 
suitable to the French press. Bismarck, ap- 

roached onthe subject, declines to speak. 

Ie says he is, in the meantime, outside of 
politics and is*enjoying home life. He will 
not grant an interview to any one. 

Numerous cable dispatches and letters from 
leading American periodicals and papers have 
been received at the American legation, ask- 
ing Minister Phelps to use his influence to get 
a contribution of any kind from the ex-chan- 
eellor. The Century and North American 
Review and dailies whose high repute is 
known to the prinnce, are among those solicit- 
ing this favor. Prince Bismarck, however, 
prefers to maintain absolute silence, and to 
disregard the calumnies which are being cir- 
culated concerning him. It is probably owing 
to the excited indignation over the attacks 
upon Bismarck that the government has issued 
@ warning that persons putting into 


baseless sensational hews will be arrested and 
not expelled, as heretofore, but tried upon the 
charge of fraud. This order emanates directly 
from Von Caprivi, whose ideas touching the 
relations of the government and press want 
classifying. While proclaiming the disuse of 
the system of official inspection, his statements 
in the landtag recognize the necessity of the 
governments acting upon ~ublic 
opinion, throngh inspired articles 
in both the home and _ foreign press 
THE POWER OF THE PRESS. 

Herr Furth also declared that it was impos- 
sible to permit the opposition to monopolize 
the power of the press; the government must 
have channels to mould and correct public 
opinion. Both ministers intend to put‘a stop 
to the granting of subvertion to journals from 
the setret fund, relying upon the willingness 
of the papersto accept official inspiration. 
Both may find them not the obedient tool they 
desire.

Died, in Marietta, Ga., March 24th, 1890, Mm 
Charles Rogers, aged 96. 

One of our sweetest and best poets has said: “ 
venerate old age; and I Jove not the man who ¢am 
look without emotion upon the sunset of life, 
when the dusk of the evening begins to gather 
over the watery eyes, and the shadows of twilight 
grow broader and deeper upon the understand> 
ing.” 

Such a man, venerable for his years, remarkable 
for the vigor which characterized him almost te 
the last, and beloved by a large circle of friends, 
has lately gone from us to— 

“That undiscovered country, from whose bourn 

No traveler returns.” 

If old age has its increasing infirmities, there fs 
a compensation, in part, in the growing love an@ 
tenderness which wraps the aged in the mantle ef 
an ever enduring affection and smooths theie 
passage to the grave. 

Fortunate in this respect. was our departed 
friend, who had passed beyond the limit ordi- 
narily allotted to human life, but whose adde@ 
yeats brought only an increase of honor, reverence 
and love. 

Mr. Rogers was born in the cigy of New York, 
March 24th, 174. He lived with a past generation, 
He remembered when Washington diced, and ha 
life extended through every administration, ex- 
cept the first, down to President Harrison's. 

His boyhood was spent in his father’s family, as 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., on the banks of the majestie 
Hudson, where his taste for the beautiful iz 
nature was developed and nourished by scenery 
unsurpaseed in loveliness and grandeur. 

At the age of eight he was sent to scheol a 
Cheshire, Conn., presided over by Bishop Chase, 
of the Episcopal church. He pursued his elasefeal 
course with an ardor born of his intense love fer 
literature, which continued to the close of life. __. 

Even in advanced age he could repeat from 
memory passages from ancient authors which he 
had studied in his yonth. Possessed of a remark- 
able memory, his mind was a repository of knowt- 
edge. He was well versed both in European ani 
American politics, and he kept well abreast of all 
the improvements of the day.

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The Trial of Dr. J. B. S. Holmes Brings Out 
Some New Developments-The Evt- 
dence All in-The Argument. 


Rome, Ga., April 19—[Special.]— The evi- 
@ence in the Holmes case is all in and the 
eourt has taken a rest until Monday. Through 
five days the investigation has dragged its 
tedious length, and at the close the status of 
the matter does not differ much from: what it 
was at the start. Though the case has been 
thoroughly worked up on both sides, it hasnever 
been much of a case. Since the investigation 
before the coroner’s jury little new light has 
been thrown upon the cause that led up to the 
homicide, or upon the actual occurrence itself. 
The life of the defendant has never been con- 
sidered in jeopardy by those conversant with 
the facts brought out at the inquest, -but there 
have been many who thought the matter 
sufficiently in doubt to demand a thorough 
and impartial investigation. It was the 
opinion of perhaps the majority that the good 
of the community demanded that Dr. 
Holmes’s conduct be subjected to the search- 
ing scrutiny of a legal investigation before it 
be pronounced justifiable. The wisdom of 
this Dr. Holmes’s friends doubtless 
yealize as the trial draws to a 
close. The public sentiment of Chattooga 
county, once bitter, even to the verge of 
violence, against Dr. Holmes, has steadily de- 
gnanded a trial, and now that the investigation 
is drawing to a close, there are evidences that 
this public sentiment is in a large measure ap-

DURING THE WAR

Henry Watterson, during the seige of At- 
lanta, and for some months. preceding that 
_erisis, was one of the most familiar forms to 
be seen on the streets of Atlanta. 

There are a number of citizens living 
here now that knew him then, end cherish a 
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kindly recollection of the slender, sallow- 
faced, brilliant young journalist. 

Colonel G. W. Adair was speaking of Wat- 
terson yesterday. 

‘I think he came here,”’ he said, ‘‘in the 
early part of ’64. My recollection is that he 
and John Roberts came here with Haldeman, 
of the Louisville Journal. He worked here 
for Paul’s ‘Rebel,’ the Chattanooga paper, and 
for the Memphis Appeal. At that time J. 
Henly Smith and I were publishing the South- 
ern Confederacy, and Watterson dida good 
deal of writing for our paper, too. 

‘‘He was a sort of Bohemian in those days, 
a brilliant and versatile writer, and 
a good companion. Everybody knew 
him, and he was at home anywhere. When 

wesold the Southern Confederacy to Mr. E. 
W. Marsh and Mr. John H. James, Watter- 
son was made managing editor of that paper. 
When the Confederacy refugeed to Macon, its 
editor divided his time pretty evenly between 
Macon and Atlanta. He was liked by almost 
every officerin the army. Isom G. Harris, 
the war-governor of Tennessee, and at present 
a senator from that state, was a good friend of 
his. Sowere General Cleburne, General 
Hood, General Hardee, General Quarles, and 
all of them, Watterson wasa welcome guest 
wherever he went. Heserved asa sort of free- 
lance aide-de-camp on the staff of first one 
general and then another, and was a generally 
privileged character. 

“On the night before the city was taken, 
Governor Harris, who was my guest, Watter- 
son and his chum Roberts, DeBar, 
the Press man, Hood and I, all left together. 
Roberts will be remembered best, perhaps, by 
his nom de plume of ‘John Happy.’ We went 
by way of McDonough to Lovejoy station, 
and there the party broke up. I went to join 
Forrest’s Cavalry and he went to Macon to 


take care of his Southern Confederacy.” 
* 


It-was a long time after the war before Mr. 
Watterson came back here. As he bechme 
famous in Louisville, Atlanta people recalled 
his part in the siege, and in the smoke-wreathed 
picture of those days he is always givena 
part. 

About ten years ago he passed through At- 
lanta on a lecturing tour. 

It is needless to say that he was givena 
royal welcome, and made many new friends.

Fora long while past Mr. Watterson has 
been going tothe National Democratic con- 
ventions as a delegate from the state-at-large. 

“] remember him very well from an 
acquaintance formed at the convention of 1888,”’ 
said Mr. Jack Spalding a few days ago. Heis 
now about 55 years old apparently, with iron 
gray hair, moustache, and goatee. ‘‘Heisabout 
the medium height, sturdy, vigorous, impul- 
sive. He was chairman of the committee on 
platform in that convention, and made a fine 
speech when the platform was read. He’sa 
nervous man, noticeably so, strong and vig- 
orous in Whathe says. I remember an expres- 

ion of his that might be termed characteristic. 

We have presented youa platform upon 
which all democrats can stand without looking 
around the corner.’ 

‘‘You know he has only one eye. The in- 
jured eye is kept almost entirely closed. 

‘‘Watterson’s father was present during the 
convention—not as a delegate, but just to look 
on.

His 
paper has contributed more than any other one 
factor to make Louisville a 16-column town.”

Preposterous Rumors. 

In an interesting dispatch in yesterday's 
CONSTITUTION our Washington correspon- 
dent alludes to the rumors and reports of a 
threatened combination of the Farmer’s Al- 
liance and the Knights of Labor with the 
republicans, and quotes Mr. John J. Hol- 
land, of Florida, one of the legislative com- 
mittee of the federation of alliancemen and 
Knights of Labor, as follows: 

In the main the two orders expect to work with 

the southern republicans, and they calculate that 
the aid of republicans, white and black, will make 
the move effective ; that it was found impossible 
to secure representation in congress without a 
general movement conducted in the semicircle 
manner that is now being proposed, and that the 
Farmers’ Alliance wi!l see that the votes of whites 
and blacks are counted. 
For aught we know Mr. Holland may be a 
very big man, but he is probably not big 
enough’ to pull the wool over the eyes of 
southern alliancemen to the extent of lead 
ing them into the republican party. We 
doubt if he is foolish enough to make the at- 
tempt. There are several reasons why 
this cannot be done. In the first 
place the alliancemen of the south 
are true blue democrats who have hada 
good deal of experience with the _ results of 
republican rascality and corruption, and 
with the effects of republican sectionalism 
and prejudice. 

In the second place, thealliancemen of the 
gouth have no grievance against the demro- 
cratic party that they cannot promptly 
remedy; no difference that they cannot 
readily adjust. In this section, the farmers 
have controlled and still control the demo- 
cratic party, and nothing could be more pre- 
posterous than to suppose that they have the 
remotest idea of deserting their own party in 
order to give the republicans power to per- 
petuate their oppressive rule. No class of cit- 
fzens have suffered more severely from the 
result of republican oppression than the 
farmers of the south, and the fact that they 


_ yealize this is shown by their devotion to the 


democratic party and its principles. 

_ It isnot necessary to say that Mr. Hol- 
fand’s talk is absurd, or that the accompany- 
ing rumors are foolish, The democratic 
party of the south is here to stay until the 
megro question is definitely settled. 

The indignant denial of Messrs. Polk, Ma- 
cune and Turner, published elsewhere, as a 
telegram to Mr. Brown, of this city, is not 
mecessary to stamp the rumors-as untrue and 
unfounded. 

The republicans are actively engaged in 
Arculating rumors at this time, and any- 
thing can be expected of them. THE CoONSTI- 
TUTION Was a recent object of attack. 


Mr. Atkinson and the Negro Question, 
In another column we print a communi- 


eation from Mr. Edward Atkinson, of Bos-* 


ton, supplementary to his former one. 

We believe that Mr, Atkinson is mistaken 
in assuming that the southern people have 
held, either consciously or unconsciously, 
that the negro question is local and not na- 
tional. Perhaps his mistake is a natural 
one—for there is nothing more astonishing 
than the felicitons ease with which mistakes 
are made about the south in Mr. Atkinson’s 
neighborhood'—or, perhaps in this case the 
mistake is necessary to the evolution and de- 
velopment of his argument. At any rate he 
is wrong. If the north has any real hope of, 
or desire for the peaceful and equitable set- 
tlement of this momentuous question, then 
it becomes broadly national in its bearings 
and results. But where, when and in what 
way has the north ever shown that it has 
any such hope or desire? As Mr. Atkinson 
is asking questions we think it would not be 
at all immodest for him to answer a few. 

The source of Mr. Atkinson’s mistake is 
aot far to seek. What the south has ob- 
jected to and protested against is that this 
great problem, apparently with the full con- 


- gent of a large majority of the people of the 


morth, should be threatened with an at- 
tempted settlement based on partisan dis- 
cussion, partisan views and partisan results. 
The contention-of the south is that the ques- 
tion is too important to be settled by the 
methods of party politics. It is this conten- 
tion, perliaps, that has given Mr. Atkinson 
the idea that the people of this section have 
regarded the negro question as a local affair. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Grady truly voiced the 
sentiments of the whole south when he ear- 
ried the discussion of the issue to a broader 
Geld. 

Right here, no doubt, Mr. Atkinson would 
@raw forth his catechism and ask if the south 
proposes to settle the negro question except 
on democratic party lines. The answer to 
this, we trust, will give Mr. Atkinson food 
for thought. The democratic party of the 
‘south is not a party in the common accepta- 
tion of that term. It is, in fact, a commit- 
tee of safety, and it is called a party merely 
for convenience. It is composed of whigs, 
Gemocrats, free-traders, tariff reformers, pro- 
tectionists, prohibitionists and anti-prohibi- 
tionjgts, and it has in its ranks many repub- 
licattg who have emigrated hither from the 
north. The late Senator Benjamin H. Hill 
illustrated the situation in an epigrammatic 
way, shortly after the furious confusion of 
reconstruction had somewhat abated.

which northern writers and speakers pro- 
fess not to be able to understand. This ig- 
norance, we are sorry to say, is not confined

and an informing way, if it were a 
part of his environment, which fortunately 
or unfortunately, it is not. In that case, Mr. 
Atkinson's bumptiousness, whether it was 
Bostonian or Georgian, would not Jead him 
to demand a surrender of our views as to the 
political relations of the white and black 
races in the south, 

We are frank to say that the negro race 
has not advanced as rapidly as it might have 
done along the lines that thoughtful and 
hopeful persons have marked out for it. We 
are equally frank to say that this failure has 
not been entirely due to the negroes them- 
selves. The great obstacle in the way of their 
advancement has been and isnowthe republi- 
can party—not the republican party proper, 
but the active politicians and the leaders in 
congress. These men have persisted, not 
ignorantly and thoughtlessly, but wilfully, 
deliberately and maliciously, in muddling 
and confusing a situation which was already 
inthe nature of a tremendous problem. 
They have brought to bear on this situation 
a pressure that is not only unwise, but dis- 
tinctly sectional and partisan. Itis a pres- 
sure that is misleading to the negroes and 
irritating to the whites—a pressure that as- 
suredly aggravates the situation, and tends 
to retard and delay the advancement of the 
negro race. 

Now, whatever may be the solution of the 
race problem, we assure Mr. Atkinson that 
it cannot come through partisan and sec- 
tional politics, nor through what Mr. Cable, 
in his effeminate way, calls ‘‘agitation,’’ nor 
what Mr. Atkinson is pleased to terma 
‘‘verdict.’?’ We are of the opinion that the 
solution will be prepared only by the leaven- 
ing hand of time, assisted by the conserva- 
tive and justice-loving citizens of both sec- 
tions. As to political equality, Mr. Atkin- 
son knows very well that it can only exist 
through ‘a mutual acknowledgment and 
recognition of common. interests. As long 
as these are withheld, whether through 
ignorance or prejudice, political equality isa 
myth. People may, and do, differ politically 
while recognizing these community interests; 
but, in the very nature of things, there can 
be no real political équality where any con- 
siderable numberof voters are banded to- 
gether for the avowed purpose of antagoniz- 
ing the common interests of the people. As 
to industrial equality, we may say that it is 
limited only by the ability and training of 
those who engage in industrial pursuits, 
Can Mr. Atkinson lay his hand on his heart 
and say that the negroes at the north are 
blessed with the industrial equality they find 
at the south? 

We are promised a ‘‘severe and scientific’’ 
discussion of this question, and it may just 
as well be mentioned here that Tur ConstI- 
TUTION is not prepared to follow Mr. Atkin- 
son into the air if he should choose to take 
‘an excursion in that direction. Weare un- 
der obligations to our readers and the public 
generally to remain on ‘‘terra cotta,’’ as 
Mrs. Partington would ‘remark.

Alto 
gether, the outlook is abright one, and the 
new. railroads of Georgia will contribute to 
the wealth and glory of the state.

The Exposition Fund. 

We hoped to announce this morning the 
completion of the exposition fund, which 
must be raised by the business men of Atlan- 
ta before any definite arrangements can be 
made for holding the next exposition. 

About one half the necessary amount has 
been subscribed and the balance must be 
raised this week. The whole amount would 
have been raised last week had the commit- 
tees which were appointed to canvass the 
city been as active, as the:people were ready, 
to respond to the call for help for the ex- 
position. The committees have devoted but 
little time to the work, but promise they 
will complete the canvass this week. 

An active canvass is all that is needed to 
complete the fund in afew days, 
thousand dollars must be raised, and until it 
is, the preliminary arrangements for the ex- 
position are practically at a stand still. The 
railruads have.agreed to contribute the same 
amount that they gaye last year, which, 
with eight thousand dollars raised by the 
business men of Atlanta, will give the expo- 
sition a starting fund of fifteen thousand 
dollars, 

Our people are ready to contribute the 
amount expected of them, and the commit- 
tees appointed to make the canvass should 
complete the work as early as possible.

FROM EDWARD ATKINSON. 


Epirors ConsTiruTimon: I have duly |[re- 
ceived a copy of your paper containing the 
answers to my twenty questions, and your ¢eom- 
ments upon them. At the beginning of your 
response you remark, **‘We do not know what Mr. 
Atkinson would be at, but we shall endeavor to 
answer his questicns in good faith, though not 
with any hope that our replies will be satisfactory 
tohim.” From this it might te inferred that the 
only satisfactory reply to questions would be a 
reply which should be consistent with the assumed 
views of the questioner. To my mind such a 
reply from yourself would be wholly unsatisfac- 
tory to me, because it would simply indicate that 
you had given no true consideration to the ques- 
tions. They would then have fallen dead, and it 
would be no longer worth while to add others in 
order to promote the discussion of this very grave 
problem, gettothe bottom of it and est iblish 
truth and justice, which is what *‘you are” after” 
as wellas myself. 

Your reply is very satisfactory to me because, 
without knowing it, you have surrendered the 
position which has been taken by southern men as 
a body, down to the time when Mr. Henry W. 
Grady made his address in Boston. Down to, or 
up to that date, the position unconsciously held, 
even by most intelligent southern men, has been 
that the race question, so far as it affects the re- 
lation of black “men and white 
men, is a local question and not 
a national one. Hence its discussion by northern 
men, however friendly their relations with the 
south may have been, has been repelled or viewed 
with some displeasure as nnwarranted or at least 
unwelcome interference, All this was changed 
when Mr. Grady came to Massachusetts and sub- 
mitted his represéntation of the southern view of 
the race question to northern men for their con- 
sideration. 

In my own judgment, the right way to treat an 
important national questicn, which the race 
question as between white and black is now 
admitted to be, is to treat the subject in 
the interrogative way.: The twenty ques- 
tions which I have put to my southern 
friends have been in part answered by you; and 
im respect to a considerable -number, there is an 
absolute agreement between us on the issue pre- 
sented. So far as we agrée, that part of the issue 
treated in the questions may, therefore, be set 
aside. Undoubtedly, when thése questions are 
treated by others than yourself, other points of 
agreement will be found between myself and 
ether.snen holding prominent positions some- 
where in the south. 

In this way the points of difference may be 
gradually and surely narrowed. It will then be 
time for a discussion of the differences—not then, 
however, by way of question and answer, but by a 
thoroughly candid, severe and scientific treat- 
ment of the points on which we remain at va- 
riance. To that end I shall presently deal with 
the questions on which your views are now at va- 
riance with what you assume to be my standpoint. 
Let us first get at our points of agreement. 

The general issue having been squarely placed 
by Mr. Grady and yourself, representing, I 
may assume, intelligent. southern opinion, be- 
fore the people of north and’ south, east and west 
alike, as a national question which must be 
brought to a final conclusion, I will venture in 
this letter merely to present the status of the 
problem in what now appears to me to be its pres- 
ent condition. 

It was the profound conviction of the late John 
iC. Calhoun and his co-adjutors, that the black 
‘race and the white race could not dwell together 
in the same section, county or state, except under 
‘the relation of master and slave. This conviction 
-was held in perfect sincerity by men whose per- 
gonal character precluded any doubt about their 
integrity or honesty of purpose. That view of the 
matter is now admitted to have been an error in 
the south as fully as in the north. The number of 
persons who do not believe that the white and the 
black races can dwell together in the same 
‘county, state or section in peace, subject to or- 
derly government, under free conditions which 
are conductive to far greater material prosperity 
than ever had been or ever could be attained ina 
state of slavery, 18 now so small, and they are of 
such slight influence that they may be wholly ig- 
nored. The great gain in wealth and in welfare ; 
the great improvement in the conditions of labor- 
ers, as well as of capitalists, which mark the 
present time throughout the southern states, is 
admitted to rest wholly upon, and to have been 
brought about by the establishment of personal 
liberty. This was my own view when I wrote my 
= pamphiet in 1861 on “Cheap Cotton by Free 
, sbor.”’ : 

t In that concession on the part of all intelligent 
southern men, democracy ina true sense is justi- 
fied. In the concession of equal rights 
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reply to 

rightly name my “catechism,” you have said 
“you do not know what Mr. Atkinson would be 
at;” and I now venture to explain to you that 
what ‘I am at” is to accept the surrender of your 
present views of the political relations of the 
white and the black races in your southern land; 
and by putting you to the question; to bring you 
to a conclusion in which you will acCept as the 
only safe principle for the conduct of society, the 
fundamental principle of democracy, to-wit, that 
in dealing with political rights,and in adjusting 
both the political and the industrial’ relations of 
the two races, therecan be no distinction based 
upon color. You will then arrive at the further 
conclusion, which is the necessary corollary of the 
first, that when the political and industrial rela- 
tions of the races have been fixed, determined 
and finally settled, consistently with the funda- 
mental law of theland and the fundamental law 
of political science as well—under which no 
distinction due to race, color or 
condition can be permitted—the social rela- 
tions of the two races will adjust themselves with- 
out controversy and without friction. 

I therefore propose, after a little delay, an 
after the further cofament which may be brought 
out by my catechism in other places and in other 
papers,to puta few more questions to you, in 
answer to which you may be called upon to develop 
the views which you have given in your replies, 
and thereby to convince yourselyes that you have 
already given up your former position even by 
admitting a frank and full discussion of the race 
question on its own merits, irrespective. of state 
or sectional lines. EDWARD ATKINSON.

When they do commence work they will 
receive attention from the two ends of the 
line, that will insure a line through Georgia, 
with Hawkinsville as an important city on the 
route. 

After the Hawkinsville meeting the Atlanta 
party, with Captain R. W. Anderson, of Haw- 
kinsville, accepted an invitation from Mr. 
George V. Gress to ride through the country 
in cerriages from Hawkinsville to his new 
mill now being constructed on the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery rail- 
voad, four miles east of Rochelle, the distance 
being about thirty miles. Colonel Maddox, 
who has been through nearly all of Georgia 
but this part, says he never enjoyed a trip 
more than this one, and heis delighted with 
the country and its splendid timber resources. 
For miles the country is covered with the 
fiiest pine timberin the world. The land 
that has been cleared, and there is very little 
that has been, is very fertile and easily culti- 


The idea that some of the party had that the 
Wiregrass part of the state is very poor and 
Snproductive, was dissipated. Some day it 
will be the most densely populated part of the 
state, and after the timber is converted into 
Jumber,and the ground prepared for cultivation 
Properly, the yield in fruit and field crops 
Will not only astonish the natives, but the bal- 
ance of the world. Think of a farmer making 
five hundred gallons of the finest ribbon cane 
Syrup to the acre and four hundred bushels of 
Sweet potatoes to the acre, yet this is not at all 
uncommon in thissection. It is the poor man’s 
paradise, and there is no part of the world 
where a man can.make a living with so little 
work. [tis not unusual to find a man who 
Kills from fifty to a hundred hogs 
who makes ¢ pretense at farmizig, and whose 

s are as fat as though Kentucky bred 
and can be raised with less trouble and Se 
than in north Georgia, Tennessee or Kentucky, 
The truth is, wherever the forest is cleared 
and cultivated it yields immense crops of corn, 
potatoes, ground peas, cow peas and sugar 
cane—and oats grow wild in this wiregrass 
country. The people who pay any attention 
tocattle-raising make money.

the mill was cutting twenty thousand feet. 
Mr. Gress continued to make improvements 
and Mr. Wadley was busy selling the lumber. 
As the demand for lumber increased, and Mr. 
Wadley saw what Mr. Gress was doing, he 
asked him if he could increase the output of 
the mill. 

‘‘] can,” said Mr. Gress; “if yon will keep 
me in timber.”’ 

Mr. Wadley then concluded to shut down 
his other mill, and to center all his hands and 
teams on this one. Mr. Gress was as good as 
his word, and ran the output up to forty thou- 
sand feet per day. Mr. Gress was fortunate 
to be thrown with Dayid E. Wadley, who was 
to the saw mill business of Georgia, just what 
his distinguished brother, William M., was to 
the railroads of the state. He was 
a good judge of a man, _ careful 
in trading, and perfectly fair in his dealings. 
After he had accumulated a fortune of three 
hundred thousand dollarsin the business, he 
retired on account of his health, iu 1880, Mr. 
Gress, who had in the meantime married in 
the south, was able to purchase one-third in- 
terest in the business with the money he had 
saved from the wages paid him by Mr. Wad- 
ley. Mr. Wadley sold one of his mills to A. 
B. Steele & Co., Mr. Gress being the company 
and owning one-third interest. Mr. Steele was 
a son-in-lawof Mr. Wadley. After working 
together for two or three years, Mr. Steele sold 
his two-third interest to Mr. Gress for thirty- 


dollars per month until it was 
paid. This was about two years from the 
time he had come to Georgia, and nearly 
all the time he had been working for a salary, 
and had been closely confined to the mill. 
Lumber men thought then he had overloaded 
himself—that he had bought an old mill and 
paid more for it than it was worth new. Une 
of them, who met Mr. Gress soon aftér the 
trade was made, asked him in rather a merry 
manner: 

‘Young man, don’t you think you have bit 
off more than you can chew?” 

‘‘Well, I’ll chew it,’”’ said Mr. Gress, as he 
hurried on to catch the train to return to his 
mill that needed his attention. Speaking 


about this start, Mr. Gress says: —s 


“IT made up my miind to succeed with the 
enterprise, but I could not help hearing occa- 
sionally some intimation that while I was a 
good man torun a saw mill, I was a poor trader. 
I knew I understood the business and that I 
thoughta great deal more of the country than 
I got credit for. I did not talk much, but I 
went back to my mill and‘immediately mapped 
out $20,000 worth of additional improvements. 
I had part of the money, for [ had bought the 
mill on a credit, and had-nearly forty 
months to pay forit. I put in the improve- 
ments as rapidly asI could make them, and 
for eighteen months I put in the hardest work 
of my life, andin Jess than twenty months I 
had discounted all my notes, paid for my mill, 
and for the improvements.”’ 

Since then Mr. Gress has been steadily in- 
creasing his business, and today he hasa plant 
at Gressten, in Dodge county, on the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, that 
is one of the best managed millsin the south. 
He has twelve miles of railroad track running 
back into the interior for timber. He has 
constructed large kilns for drying timber, has 
added planing mills for making weatherboard- 
ing, flooring, ceiling, and finishing lumber, 
and has accumulated a iarge fortune. 

No man in the business has made more prac- 
tical improvements in the trade than has Mr. 
Gress, both in the saw mill . business 
and in the sale and classification of lumber. 
He has extended the sale of Georgia pine lum- 
ber untilin many places it is a necessity where 
it wasnot known. afew yearsago. The de 
mand is increasing. each year, and -it will 
eventually monopolize the business. ~ | 

The tirst investment Mr. Gress made. in At- 
lanta was in 1885. ‘‘I came to Atlanta to settle 
up my notes for the purchase of the mill,”’ he 
said, ‘‘and while here there wasa land sale, 
and I bought some lots. Iheld them six 
months and sold them ata profit of one thou- 
sand dollars; that fixed me on Atlanta 
property.” 

Since then he has made some large invests 
ments in Atlanta property, and is buying 
whenever he has money to invest. » fis prop- 
erty has greatly enhanced in value since he 
bought it, and will continue to do so, He has 
made his investments judiciously. 

One would think that what we have written 
about the success of Mr. Gress was enough fer 
one man to accomplish in a life. time, but he 
has just begun. In the seventeen. years 
he has spentin Georgia he has made friends 

without number, and he has made plenty of 
money. But he is now engaged in the largest 
enterprise of his life. About two years ago he 
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Captain T. B. Neal Has One, and He Says It 
Is the Best in the State of Georgia.
